Church of Chriſt: as alſo other matter 
very neceſſary to be conſidered in this 
piece of Scripture. And though it bee 
litle in quantitie, and in habite ſutelike 
according to the hability of the au- 
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thor: yet when I gladly cal to minde, & 
with no ſmall comfort remember your 
ynfeigned fricndſhippes, and fauours 
towardes inee heretofore at Ilming- 
ton, I cannot but be aſhamed of my 
ſelfe, that abilitie doeth not afforde 
my hande fo much to write, as my 
heart willeth my tongue to vtter howe 
deepely indebted I am to your great 
curteſie. But conſidering that your due 
and fullrewarde is laide yp vntill ano- 
ther day, in an other place, by another 
man, of al fulneſſe, & habilitie, Chriſt 
Ieſus the high Steward, and paie-ma- 
ſter of all, Iam to requeſt you til that 
time come, Which I truſt ſhall not be 


long, to accept my good heart, which 


in all poſſible dutie is and ſhall bee 
yours bounden to command. A ſmale 
rewarde for ſuch benefites, I confeſle, 
yet as kinde, and dutifull a mite, as the 
greateſt valure of a farther ſumme. 


And ſith that the moſt precious iewel 1 


in this worlde, which man can ſhew, 


or giue to. man, is vnfeigned loue, 
then truely the loue that creepeth | 
when it cannot goe , is aſwell to be 
accompred of, and eſteemed, as loue, 
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nay perhappes the rather than when it 
carieth a higher looke, and a loftier 
countenance: for to ſaꝝ the trueth, be- 
nefites which ac yt.

This conſideration therefore, as al- 
ſo your zeale in religion, and loue of 
learning, did altogither moue mee to 
pen this worke.

And in this treatiſe is this eſpecial- 
lie to be obſerued, how Iacob, where- 
by is fignified the Church of Chriſt; 
hath beene maliced, & griuouſlie bur- 
dened by Eſau, the malignant Church, 
from the beginning. All places are 
fo fraught and full of examples here- 
of, that wee neede not experimentes 
from farre. Only the Church of Rome 
in this place ſhall ſerue vs in ſteede 
of manie: which as long as ſhee was 
vnder perſecuting TYRANTS, and 
ſnarpened as it were vppon a grynd- 


ing whetſtone, ſhee was found, and

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truely called the only nurſe, or mi- 
ſtreſle of all godlinefle , and continen- 
cy: in xhom all the giftes of Chriſtian 
religion, and honeſt life did moſt abun- 
dantly excel, & molt brightly ſhine.But 
aſterwards / the caſe being quite altred) 
ſhe began to malice lacob, and to laie 
grieuous burcens vpon his ſhoulders, 
chiefly, whenin ſteed of danger, perſe- 
cution & vexatios; Riches, pride, ſump- 
tuouſnes, & aliclenes che ir companion 
came in place, & crept into the Church. 
And when as Byſhops in ſteed of mar- 
tyrs be gan to be perſecutors of Martyrs 
themſelues: and the ſtrength, and force 
of the goſpel decaied, & weakned more 
& more, into what wickednes & abo- 
mination that church did run, & fall, let 
euery one con ſider, & iudge with him- 
ſelte: Iam not able ſufficiently to ex- 
_ it according to the indignity, & 
ainouſneſſe tk ereof. 

This example, and note(by the way) 
ſhalbe ſuffic ient for my purpoſe, eſpeci- 
allie, for that the matter appeareth ſo 
plaine, and manifeſt in al the bookes of
